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Since  writing  this  Report,  I have  received  the 
following :

Based  on  this,  the  nett  death-rate  of  the  civil  popula- 
tion was  12.42,  and  birth-rate  22.89. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban 
District  Council  of  Carlton. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  thirty-fourth  Annual 
Report,  together  with  statistics  relating  to  the  year  1915. 

My  preliminary  remarks  will  be  brief,  and  Report 
generally  somewhat  condensed,  as  the  Local  Government 
Board  has  intimated  “ that  many  of  the  details  usually 
inserted  in  the  Annual  Report,  such  as  a description  of 
the  district  and  of  the  water  supply,  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal,  etc.,  may  be  omitted  ; and  that  the  Report 
may  be  confined  to  a record  of  what  has  taken  place  during 
the  year.” 

I do  not  regard  the  above,  however,  as  an  injunction 
to  refrain  from  mentioning  what  might,  and  perhaps  ought, 
in  my  humble  opinion,  to  have  taken  place. 

i 

The  two  requirements  which  I have  in  mind,  and 
which  have  not  been  yet  provided,  are  a Health  Visitor — 
especially  since  the  Notification  of  Births  became  com- 
pulsory on  September  1st — and  a Steam  Disinfector. 
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The  urgent  need  of  diminishing  the  mortality  and 
hurtful  ailments  of  infants,  as  far  as  possible- — the  advice 
which  might  be  beneficially  given  to  expectant  mothers, 
and  also  with  regard  to  domestic  hygiene  and  the  care  of 
children,  more  especially  at  a time  when  the  healthy 
manhood  of  the  nation  has  been  and  is  being  depleted  by 
war — must,  I think,  be  apparent  to  all.  Without  the 
appointment  of  a Health  Visitor  the  Notification  of  Births 
is  of  little  use.  The  compulsory  notification  of  Measles, 
which  has  recently  become  operative,  is  an  additional 
reason  for  the  appointment  of  a Health  Visitor,  who 
might  well  undertake  the  work  connected  therewith, 
together  with  other  duties — some  of  a delicate  character, 
which  could  not  be  so  tactfully  or  efficiently  done  by  any 
other  person,  or  so  well  appreciated  by  the  residents. 


A steam  disinfector  is  undoubtedly  a desideratum, 
for  infected  and  verminous  bedding  and  clothing  cannot 
be  properly  disinfected  by  any  other  means.  Destruction 
of  bedding  infected  by  Tuberculous,  Enteric  Fever  patients,, 
etc.,  or  soiled  by  discharges  from  wounds,  etc.,  is  the  only 
effectual  alternative.  It  may  be  said  that  the  expense 
is  not  desirable  in  war  time,  but  I venture  to  say  that  such 
is  false  economy,  when  compared  with  the  incalculable 
value  of  healthy  human  lives. 


Reverting  to  the  question  of  appointing  a Health 
Visitor,  co-operation  of  such  an  official  with  the  voluntary 
efforts  of  those  connected  with  the  Mothers’  and  Babies’ 
Welcome,  established  in  the  district,  would  be  most 
beneficial. 
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The  work,  both  clerical  and  otherwise,  of  officials 
engaged  in  sanitary  affairs  has  greatly  increased  recently, 
in  consequence  of  new  regulations,  etc.  Perusal  of  the 
Surveyor’s  and  Inspector’s  Reports  will  confirm  this 
statement. 


POPULATION. 

Mr.  Keywood,  Rate  Collector,  has  kindly  furnished 
me  with  the  number  of  occupied  and  unoccupied  houses 
in  each  Ward  at  midsummer  last. 

In  Carlton  there  were  1,948  occupied  and  42  un- 
occupied houses  ; in  Netherfield,  1,521  occupied  and  60 
unoccupied  ; and  in  Porchester,  633  occupied  and  8 un- 
occupied ; making  totals  for  the  whole  district  of  4,102 
occupied  and  110  unoccupied. 

By  applying  the  number  of  occupants  per  house,  as 
ascertained  from  the  1911  census,  viz.,  4.4  for  Carlton 
and  Netherfield,  and  4 for  Porchester,  the  estimated 
populations  were  8,571,  with  an  increase  compared  with 
that  of  the  previous  year  of  26  for  Carlton,  6,692  with  a 
decrease  of  31  for  Netherfield,  and  2,532  with  16  increase 
for  Porchester  ; making  a total  of  17,795,  with  an  increase 
of  11  for  the  whole  district. 

According  to  this  estimate,  since  the  1911  census  the 
increase  of  population  has  been  2,210  in  the  whole  district. 

The  natural  increase — that  is,  excess  of  births  over 
deaths — during  the  year  1915  was  178. 
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The  above  estimate  would  be  modified  if  the  absence 
with  the  Forces  of  a few  hundred  healthy  men,  together 
with  their  depletion  by  casualties,  were  taken  into  con- 
sideration. 


BIRTHS. 

There  were  389  births  ; 106,  or  over  21  per  cent.,  less 
than  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  a sudden  decline, 
doubtless  due  to  abnormal  circumstances,  for  in  the  five 
previous  years  the  births  numbered  as  follows: — 411  in 
1910,  415  in  1911,  405  in  1912,  438  in  1913,  and  495  in 
1914. 

In  Carlton  there  were  191  births,  against  252  in  the 
previous  year,  showing  a decrease  of  61  ; in  Netherfield, 
. 166  against  178,  a decrease  of  12  ; and  Porchester,  32 
against  65,  a decrease  of  33.  Carlton  and  Porchester  had 
much  the  larger  proportion  of  decreases  ; in  Porchester 
the  decrease  amounted  practically  to  50  per  cent. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  whole  district  was  21.85,  by 
far  the  lowest  on  record. 

There  were  195  males  and  194  females  ; a “ close 
raced ’ 

In  Carlton  there  were  99  males  and  92  females  ; in 
Netherfield,  77  males  and  89  females  ; and  in  Porchester, 
19  males  and  13  females. 

There  were  23  illegitimate  births,  of  which  16  were 
in  Carlton,  6 in  Netherfield  and  1 in  Porchester. 
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The  birth-rate  for  the  148  smaller  towns  in  England 
and  Wales  was  21.6,  so  that  a similar  decline  appears  to 
have  taken  place  in  almost,  if  not  all,  other  districts. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  182  deaths  registered  in  the  district, 
with  a gross  death-rate  of  10.23.  Six  of  these  were  non- 
residents. In  addition  to  the  above,  there  were  35  deaths 
of  residents  registered  outside  the  district.  By  sub- 
tracting the  6 non-residents  and  adding  the  35  outside 
residents,  the  resultant  number  is  211,  making  a net  death- 
rate  of  11.86. 

The  standard  death-rate,  resulting  from  the  use  of 
the  factor  (namely,  1.0362,  which  was  arrived  at  by  an 
estimate  of  the  proportion  of  males  to  females,  and  popula- 
tion living  at  different  age-periods  at  the  1911  census)  was 
12.28. 

The  average  gross  death-rate  for  the  4 previous  years 
was  9.82,  and  net  death-rate  10.95. 

There  were  205  certified  and  6 non-certified  deaths. 
There  were  58  deaths  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

In  the  148  smaller  towns  in  England  and  Wales,  the 
standard  death-rate  was  14.02. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  40  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age, 
the  rate  per  1,000  births  having  been  103,  the  highest 
since  1912,  when  it  was  only  67.  In  1913,  the  rate  was 
93  ; and  in  1914,  75. 
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I have  previously  referred  to  the  great  importance 
of  diminishing  causes  leading  to  infant  mortality  and 
health  impairment  ; and  the  fact  that  8 deaths  were  due 
to  premature  birth  and  13  to  wasting,  debility,  etc,,  and 
also  (which  is  not  recorded)  the  number  of  still-born 
infants — all  of  which,  in  a many  instances,  are  preventable 
— emphasises  the  need  of  a tactful  and  intelligent  Health 
Visitor. 

Of  the  40  deaths,  12  were  of  children  who  died  within 
7 days  from  birth. 

Whooping  Cough  caused  4 deaths,  and  Diphtheria  1 
death.  There  was  no  death  of  a child  under  1 year  of 
age  from  Diarrhoea,  which  in  certain  seasons  has  been 
extremely  fatal,  but  2 children  aged  2 years  died  from 
this  disease. 

Two  infants  were  accidentally  suffocated.  The  too- 
general  custom  of  mothers  sleeping  with  babies  on  their 
arms  is  extremely  risky  ; the  proper  alternative  is  a cot, 
clothes  basket  or  some  other  suitable  contrivance,  with — 
in  cold  weather— a hot-water  bottle,  securely  corked  and 
wrapped  in  flannel,  to  preserve  warmth. 

There  were  38  certified  and  2 non-certified  deaths. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants  under 
1 year  of  age,  but  there  were  3 such  deaths  of  children 
aged  4 years,  2 years,  and  17  months  respectively. 

During  the  year  1915,  the  deaths  per  1,000  births 
of  infants  under  1 year  of  age  in  the  148  smaller  towns 
in  England  and  Wales  were  114. 
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DEATHS  FROM  ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

There  were  14  deaths  due  to  one  or  other  of  the  seven 
principal  epidemic  diseases,  namely,  Small-pox,  Scarlet 
Fever,  Whooping  Cough,  Enteric  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Measles  and  Diarrhoea.  More  than  half  of  the  deaths 
having  been  caused  by  Whooping  Cough. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  for  the  whole  district  was 
.73  ; practically  the  same  as  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Taking  the  whole  series  of  Infectious  Diseases,  noti- 
fiable and  non-notifiable,  there  were  35  deaths  with  a 
death-rate  of  1.8. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

Since  the  previous  year  there  has  been  no  change 
with  regard  to  the  Hospitals  available  for  Infectious 
Diseases,  namely  : the  Rushcliffe  Hospital  for  Small-pox  ; 
Basford  Isolation  Hospital  for  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria 
and  Enteric  Fever  ; and  Ransome  Sanatorium  for  Con- 
sumption. 


NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  203  notifications  received,  against  183 
in  1914,  232  in  1913,  and  161  in  1912.  In  1912  and  previous 
years,  Tuberculosis  was  not  notifiable.  Ninety-six  notifi- 
cations related  to  Carlton,  80  to  Netherfield  and  27  to 
Porchester. 
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The  case-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population,  for  the 
whole  district,  was  11.4;  for  Carlton,  11.2;  Netherfield, 
11.9;  and  Porchester,  10.7;  showing  a fairly  equal 
distribution. 

The  usual  course  of  distributing  printed  instructions- 
and  disinfecting  houses  was  carried  out. 

Altogether,  12  patients  have  been  removed  to- 
Sanatoria  ; one  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  and  eleven 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 


NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Small-pox. — Although  I am  pleased  once  more  to 
report  the  absence  of  this  disease  ; yet,  bearing  in  mind 
the  danger  of  its  introduction  at  some  future  time,  I feel 
justified  in  making  more  than  a passing  reference  to  the 
fact. 

If  public  vaccination  were  abolished,  as  perhaps 
desired  by  many  ill-informed  and  prejudiced  people,  I am 
afraid  that  this  valuable  protection — if  only  on  the  ground 
of  the  expense  of  private  vaccination — would  be  still  less 
resorted  to  ; in  fact,  many  could  not  afford  it. 

If  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  were  compulsory,. 
I am  convinced  that  Small-pox  Hospitals — together  with 
the  expense  of  up-keep,  etc. — would  be  quite  unnecessary. 
The  veracity  of  this  statement  is  confirmed  by  the  state  of 
affairs  in  Germany,  where  Small-pox  is  practically  never 
present,  but  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  is  strictly 
enforced. 
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A Small-pox  epidemic  of  a serious  character  may 
come  sooner  than  expected,  and  then  I am  afraid  we  shall 
be  as  ill-prepared  as  we  were  for  the  present  devastating 
war. 

Diphtheria,  including  Membranous  Croup. — There  were 
12  notifications,  a marked  reduction  compared  with  the 
two  previous  years  ; for  in  1913  there  were  40  and  in 
1914,  30  cases. 

There  was  1 death  from  Diphtheria  in  Netherfield. 

The  attack-rate  per  1,000  of  population  was  .67  and 
death-percentage  of  cases,  8.3. 

Eight  of  the  cases  were  in  Carlton,  1 in  Netherfield 
and  3 in  Porchester. 

Again,  as  in  previous  years,  the  largest  proportion 
of  cases  were  those  of  children  between  5 and  15  years — 
namely,  7. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  106  cases  notified,  with 
no  deaths  40  were  in  Carlton,  48  in  Netherfield  and  18  in 
Porchester.  One  case  in  Netherfield  was  removed  to  the 
Basford  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  attack-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  5.9. 

Of  the  total,  68  were  of  children  between  5 and  15 
years  of  age. 

The  months  with  the  highest  number  of  cases  were 
October,  with  19  ; November,  18 ; July,  14  ; May  and 
September,  13  each.  In  April  there  were  no  cases,  and 
only  1 case  in  March. 
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This  disease  causes  much  domestic  inconvenience 
and  interference  with  school  attendance  ; but,  of  late 
years,  has  been  rarely  fatal. 

In  1914  there  were  72,  and  in  1913,  93  notifications. 

If  all  cases  giving  rise  merely  to  suspicion  were 
promptly  isolated  until  their  true  nature  could  be  deter- 
mined, infection  of  others — through  delay — might  be 
avoided,  and  a great  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases 
effected. 

Erysipelas. — There  were  22  notifications,  with  no 
deaths  ; against  31  cases  in  1914  and  25  in  1913. 

The  great  majority  of  the  cases  were  those  of  residents 
in  Carlton — namely,  13  ; in  Netherfield  there  were  5,  and 
Porchester  4. 

Enteric  Fever. — There  was  1 case  in  December,  that 
of  a female  aged  16  years,  residing  in  Carlton.  The  patient 
was  employed  at  a Nottingham  factory.  The  source  of 
the  malady  was  not  discovered.  A special  pail  for  excreta 
and  disinfectants  were  supplied. 

Puerperal  Fever. — There  was  1 fatal  case  in  Nether- 
field ; it  was  ascertained  that  for  some  time  the  patient 
had  been  in  poor  health.  The  case  was  attended  by  a 
medical  man,  and  was  not  looked  after  by  a certified 
midwife  or  any  female  taking  care  of  other  cases. 

Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis. — There  were  3 fatal  cases 
notified.  One  in  Carlton  and  2 in  Netherfield. 
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Bacteriological  examination  of  spinal  fluid  was  made 
in  2 cases.  In  the  first  case,  death  took  place  before  a 
bacteriological  examination  could  be  effected.  In  the 
other  2 cases,  the  result  of  examinations  proved  the  absence 
of  the  organism  present  in  Spotted  Fever,  but  in  1 case 
Pneumococci  were  detected,  and  the  other  case  was 
attributed  to  Tuberculosis  ; the  latter  case  I have  placed 
under  the  heading  of  Tubercular  Meningitis  in  Table  III. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — There  were  4 cases  notified, 

3 of  which  received  my  personal  attention,  the  other  case 
having  been  in  the  care  of  a family  doctor  ; all,  I believe, 
made  a satisfactory  recovery. 

As  I stated  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  such  cases 
require  prompt  and  constant  supervision  of  a medical 
man,  or  disastrous  results  may  follow  ; notification  is 
therefore  necessary  to  ensure  adequate  treatment. 

Tuberculosis. — 46  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified,  33  of  which  were  primary,  and  12  deaths 
were  registered.  Of  the  46  notifications,  25  related  to 
Carlton,  19  Netherfield,  and  2 Porchester  residents. 

Eleven  cases  were  treated  in  Sanatoria. 

Of  the  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  there  were  8 
notifications,  with  4 deaths,  all  due  to  Tubercular  Men- 
ingitis. Of  these  notification?,  4 referred  to  Carlton  and 

4 to  Netherfield  residents. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  4 deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  1 death  from  other  Tuberculous  Disease 
of  residents  outside  the  district  have  to  be  taken  into 
account,  and  are  included  in  Table  III. 
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NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Measles. — This  disease  is,  I fear,  a “ hardy  annual  ” 
in  this  district,  with  its  large  juvenile  population  ; and, 
in  the  long  run,  accounts  for  numerous  deaths. 

There  were  3 deaths  in  Carlton  of  children  between 
2 and  5 years  of  age.  In  the  previous  year  there  were 
9 deaths  ; in  1913,  2 ; in  1912,  7 ; and  1911,  5 deaths. 

Now  that  notification  of  Measles  is  compulsory, 
parents  will  possibly  appreciate  more  fully  the  gravity  of 
this  disease,  and  take  greater  precautions  with  regard  to 
treatment  and  prevention. 

In  November,  the  infants’  department  of  the  Nether- 
field  Council  School  was  closed  for  3 weeks  on  account  of 
this  disease. 

During  the  year  1914,  9,144  deaths  were  caused 
by  Measles  in  England  and  Wales. 

Whooping  Cough. — There  were  5 deaths  in  Carlton 
and  2 in  Netherfield.  This  is  a complaint,  similar  to 
Measles,  likely  to  cause  many  deaths — and  also  health 
disturbances,  some  of  a permanent  character — and  therefore 
is  not  to  be  regarded  lightly.  In  the  previous  year  there 
was  1 death,  and  in  1913  there  were  5 deaths. 


Diarrhoea. — There  were  2 deaths  of  children  aged  2 
years  in  Carlton.  After  investigation,  I was  of  opinion 
that  these  deaths  were  not  due  to  climatic  or  insanitary, 
but  dietetic,  causes. 
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'Mumps. — In  February  this  disease  was  prevalent  in 
Netherfield  ; from  one  school  there  were  21  absentees. 

The  Netherfield  Church  infant  school  was  closed  for 
a time  in  the  spring  on  account  of  this  complaint. 

Chicken-pox. — A few  cases  occurred  in  Carlton. 
Where  discovered,  instructions  were  given  with  regard  to 
isolation  and  abstention  from  school. 


SOME  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Cancer  caused  16  deaths,  exactly  the  same  number 
as  in  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  deaths  from 
all  causes  was  7.6,  against  over  8 in  1914. 

Bronchitis  caused  9 deaths  of  persons  over  65  years 
of  age,  and  all  forms  of  Pneumonia,  24,  at  all  ages  except 
between  15  and  45  years. 

Heart  Disease  caused  17  deaths  ; in  1914  there  were 
20,  and  1913,  27  deaths  attributed  to  such  disease. 


SMOKE  PREVENTION. 

The  owner  of  a factory  in  Netherfield  has  erected  a 
new  high  chimney,  causing  a marked  improvement  and 
abating  a long-standing  nuisance. 

In  the  case  of  another  factory  in  Porchester,  very 
little  improvement  has  been  effected,  and  this  is-  still 
having  attention. 
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HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  &c.,  ACT. 

In  tabular  form,  the  work  done  in  1915  is  as  follows  : —

2.  Considered  unfit  for  habitation,  3.

5.  Dwelling-houses,  the  defects  in  which  were  remedied 

without  the  making  of  closing  orders,  52. 

6.  Dwelling-houses,  which,  after  the  making  of  closing 

orders,  were  put  into  a fit  state  for  human 

habitation,  2. 

CONCLUSION. 

A variety  of  other  matters,  some  of  which  are  usually 
described  in  my  Annual  Reports,  will  be  found  in  the 
Reports  of  the  Surveyor  and  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and 
repetition  of  the  same  I think  unnecessary  on  this  occasion. 

A weather  chart,  which  the  County  Medical  Officer 
has  been  good  enough  to  supply,  is  appended  to  this  Report.

District  Council  of  Carlton. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Second  Annual 
Report,  dealing  with  the  work  done  in  my  department 
during  the  year  1915. 

The  permanent  workmen  in  the  Council’s  employment 
number  28.  The  day  staff  includes  a Foreman,  a Pavior,. 
5 Roadmen  and  4 Carters.  The  night  staff  : a Foreman 
and  5 Men.  In  addition,  there  is  a Steam  Roller  Driver, 
an  Engineer  at  the  Pumping  Station,  a Horse-keeper, 
a Cemetery  Caretaker,  a Free  Library  Caretaker,  2 Recrea- 
tion Ground  Caretakers,  and  4 Lamplighters. 

The  actual  amount  expended  in  wages  for  the  year 
was  £2,025  (including  the  2s.  a week  increase).

The  Council  keep  9 horses  in  all  ; 6 for  the  Health 
Department  and  3 for  the  Works  and  Ways  Department. 

New  Buildings. — 44  plans  of  dwelling-houses  have  been 
put  before  you  and  approved  during  the  year  ; of  these, 
41  were  for  Carlton  Ward  and  3 for  Porchester  Ward. 
In  addition,  plans  were  approved  for  a chimney  and  boiler- 
house,  2 messrooms,  2 motor  garages,  additions  to  5 
dwelling-houses,  alteration  to  an  office,  1 slaughterhouse, 
1 bakehouse,  1 stable,  1 piggery,  and  addition  to  picture 
palace. 

Highways.— The  following  roads  have  been  repaved 
by  direct  labour  under  my  supervision  : — 

In  Granite. — Gedling  Road,  from  Burton  Road  to 
St.  Austin’s  Drive  ; Gedling  Road,  from  Gedling  boundary 
to  Blackhill  Drive  ; Victoria  Road,  from  Forester  Road 
to  Curzon  Street  ; Meadow  Road  ; Station  Road,  near 
new  Council  School  (portion  laid  in  tarmac). 

In  Slag. — Victoria  Road,  from  Arthur  Street  to 
Deabill  Street  ; Westdale  Lane,  near  Woodborough  Road  ; 
Foxhill  Lane,  from  Cromwell  Street  to  Windsor  Avenue  ; 
Cemetery  Road  (part  of). 
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The  following  Roads  have  been  tarfloated  : — 

The  Main  Road,  from  Tram  Terminus  to  Ouse  Bridge  ; 
Manor  Road  ; Station  Road,  between  Conway  Road  and 
Midland  Station  ; Arthur  Street  ; Festus  Street  ; part  of 
Bailey  Street  ; Curzon  Avenue  ; and  all  the  Streets 
beyond  the  Fourgates,  Netherfield,  except  Victoria  Road. 

Improvements  have  been  effected  and  the  road 
widened  in  Station  Road,  near  new  Council  Schools,  and 
on  Burton  Road.  The  land  being  kindly  given  free,  in 
both  cases. 

The  following  are  the  amounts  of  road  material,  etc., 
used  : — 453  tons  of  granite,  996  tons  of  slag,  263  tons  of 
tar-macadam,  15  tons  of  granite  setts,  and  613  feet  of 
kerbing. 

The  water  carts  were  in  use  on  109  days. 

The  expenditure,  on  the  construction,  maintenance 
and  scavenging  of  the  whole  of  the  highways,  after 
deducting  grants  and  receipts,  was  £1,000,  as  against 


Sewers. — The  whole  of  the  sewers  have  been  well 
flushed,  and  are  in  a good  condition. 

Surface-water  Drains. — A many  of  the  surface-water 
drains  in  Netherfield  are  in  a bad  condition,  being  almost 
completely  choked  up  with  solid  mud,  brought  about  b}^ 
bad  gradients  and  neglect.  I have  broken  down  to  those 
in  Victoria  Road  (from  Ash  well  Street  to  Forester  Street), 
Ashwell  Street  and  Morris  Street,  and  these  are  now  in  a 
fair  condition. 
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Sewage  Disposal. — The  annual  call  made  by  the 
Nottingham  Corporation  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  of 
the  district  was  £755,  as  against  £751  last  year. 

Street  Lighting. — 6 new  street  lamps  have  been  erected 
during  the  year,  bringing  the  total  number  of  lamps  in 
your  district  to  314,  of  which  150  have  inverted  and  164 
upright  mantles  ; also  12  old  lanterns  have  been  replaced 
by  new  l<  Falcon  ” Swan-neck  lamps.  The  cost  of  this 
department  has  been  £550,  as  against  £870  in  1914,  £752. 
in  1913,  and  £714  in  1912. 

Night-soil  Scavenging. — During  the  year,  3,068  loads 
of  night-soil,  and  other  refuse,  have  been  removed  ; of 
these,  705  have  been  deposited  on  the  allotment  tips,  for 
use  of  your  tenants,  and  the  remainder  supplied  to  farmers 
in  the  locality. 

The  expenditure  in  this  department  was  £860,  as 
against  £832  in  1914  and  £870  in  1913. 

There  has  been  no  complaint  whatever  as  to  a 
nuisance  caused  by  the  distribution  of  the  night-soil,  and 
it  is  not  being  stored  for  any  length  of  time  on  any  of 
the  tips. 

There  are  2,888  pail-closets  in  your  district,  of  these 
1,414  are  in  Netherfield,  1,237  in  Carlton,  and  237  in 
Porchester.  There  are  also  1,436  water-closets,  including 
1,396  domestic,  20  trade  and  20  meter  w.c.’s,  and  also 
1,280  dust-bins. 

Cemetery.- — During  the  year,  182  interments  have 
taken  place,  as  against  144  in  1914,  168  in  1913,  and  119* 
in  1912. 
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Free  Library. — The  Reading  Room  and  Rending 
Library  continue  to  be  largely  used. 

Fire  Brigade. — Happily,  there  have  been  no  serious 
lires  in  your  district  during  the  year.  The  Brigade  attended 
the  following  outbreaks  : — Messrs.  Bourne  & Co.  (twice), 
and  stack  fire  at  Gedling. 

Steam  Roller. — In  addition  to  doing  the  Council’s 
own  work,  the  Steam  Roller  has  done  outside  work  to  the 
extent  of  £93  15s.,  as  against  £55  in  1914,  and  £44  in  1913. 

The  lowest  ground  level  in  the  district  is  69  feet  above 
and  the  highest,  442  feet  above  Ordnance  Datum  (i.e.,  the 
mean  sea-level  at  Liverpool). 

In  conclusion,  I must  add  that,  as  far  as  possible, 
economy  has  been  practised  in  this  department  during 
the  year,  appreciating,  as  everyone  must  do,  that  only 
necessary  work  should  t^e  done  throughout  the  critical 
period  in  which  we  are  now  passing. 

I again  wish  to  express  my  best  thanks  to  all  the 
members  of  your  Council  for  the  help  given  and  the  courtesy 
shown  to  me,  and  also  to  my  fellow-officials  for  the  valued 
assistance  readily  given  at  all  times.

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INSPECTOR  OF  NUISANCES’  REPORT. 


Gentlemen, 

The  following  is  a brief  outline  of  the  work,  etc.,  of 
the  past  year. 

Slaughterhouses,  etc. — There  are  8 in  use,  and  have 
received  constant  supervision.  Seven  carcases  of  beasts 
were  regarded  as  abnormal,  and,  after  examination  by  a 
veterinary  surgeon,  certain  parts  of  5 beasts  were  allowed 
to  be  sold,  and  2 carcases  were  condemned  as  unfit  for 
food.  In  addition  to  the  latter,  147  lb.  and  56  lb.  of  foreign 
beef,  305  Egyptian  eggs,  52  tins  of  salmon  and  47  tins  of 
tomatoes,  found  unfit  for  food,  were  destroyed. 

Home-workers. — Visits  have  been  paid  to  these,  and 
in  4 instances  work  in  infected  houses  was  immediately 
stopped,  and  the  goods  were  disinfected  before  returning 
them  to  the  owners.  There  are  about  205  home-workers 
in  the  district.  Six  lists  have  been  received  from  other 
districts,  and  12  sent  from  this  district. 

■ Factories  and  Workshops.— There  are  6 factories,  10 
bakehouses  and  75  workshops  and  work-places.  Two' 
premises  required  the  attention  of  Factory  Inspector. 
One  tripe  dresser’s  and  4 meat  boilers’  premises  are  satis- 
factory. 
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Milksellers,  etc. — There  are  29  milksellers.  Some 
improvement  has  been  effected,  but,  in  my  opinion,  the 
way  in  which  the  milk  is  handed  to  local  dealers  is  not 
altogether  satisfactory. 

There  are  12  cowsheds  in  fairly  good  order,  and  about 
47  milch  cows  kept. 

Closets. — Two  pail-closets  have  been  converted  into 
water-closets;  211  cases  of  closet  defects  have  been 
remedied. 

Disinfection. — 111  houses  have  been  fumigated  by 
the  Council’s  officials,  and  5 beds,  10  pillows,  4 bolsters, 
6 sheets.,  1 counterpane  and  1 suit  of  clothing  have  been 
destroyed. 

Nuisances,  etc. — 35  statutory  notices  and  51  other 
notices  respecting  nuisances,  including  smoke  nuisance, 
have  been  served  ; 4 cases  of  over-crowding  have  been 
remedied.  Defective  drains,  with  regard  to  205  houses, 
have  been  dealt  with. 

Housing. — Four  back  yards  have  been  paved,  6 fire- 
places put  in,  2 damp  houses  improved,  and  25  house  roofs 
repaired.  Three  closing  orders  have  been  issued,  1 house 
closed  and  2 put  right.
